BETTING ODDS IN FAVOR OF 
COOLIDGE NOW FIVE TO ONE 


New York Concern Offers Ever 
Money Davis Will Not Get 
1935 Electoral Votes. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—Betting 
odds in favor of the election of 
President Coolidge lengthened fur- 
ther*in the financial district today. 
The larger betting commissioners 
were offering huge sums at odds 
of five to one that Coolidge would 
be elected to succeed himself. J.. 
Ss. Fried and Company announced 
that they had a commission to bet 
$60,000 to $12,000 or at odds of 
five to one that John W. Davis 
would not be elected to the presi- 
dency. 

On Friday the odds were quoted 
at four to one in favor of Coolidge 
and earlier in the week they were 
quoted at three and one-half to one. 

The firm also reports it has 
95000 to offer at even money that 
La Follette will not get 60 electoral 
votes and that Davis will not get 
195 electoral votes. 

Among the freak bets reported 
by Fried and Company was one of 
$2000 on an even basis that Davis 
will not carry 10 assembly § dis- 
tricts in New York state.

PARIS,. Oct. 18.—On this soft, 
pale gray autumn afternoon Ana- 
tole France was given . official 
burial. His body lay in state on a 
raised catafalque on the Quai Mala- 
quais before the French Institute, 
under the statue of Voltaire, where 
10,000 people gathered and heard 


six orators through loud speakers 
eulogize the subtlest mind and most 
briHiant pen modern France has 
produced. 

Hidden behind the grandstands 
was the little bookshop where 
France spent his youth. 

The Institute was an. {imposing 
background. Notre Dame showed 
through the haze to the left, the 
Seine stretched away to the right 
and every detail was perfect for the 
funeral of the man who understood 
the city in which he was being 
buried. 

No Air of Solemnity. 

And the city lived up to what 
Anatole France would have expect- 
ed of it. It was in no sense a 
mourning occasion. There was not 
the slightest air of solemnity in the 
great crowd which had only one 
pre-occupation. 

“Where is Caillaux?’’ they 
asked, for after his years of ban- 
ishment to the provinces the for- 
mer Premier was allowed to re- 
turn to Paris for Fram®e’s funeral. 
He meant it to be his triumphal 
fe-entry into political life, and 
everyone knew it. 

But the interest in him was short 
lived as soon as he had been spot- 
ted, and the crowd fell into groups, 
gossiping and smoking cigarettes. 
When the speaker eulogized France 
the chatter did not cease. If France 
had been there alive he would have 
been the first to see how ‘true his 
Paris ran to form. 

Workers Form Procession. 

But when the Garde Municipale 
clattered down the Quai and the 
cortege followed, several groups of 
young people, students, fell into 
uneven lines, their heads held hign,

TEXT OF JOHN W. DAVIS? 


AT COLISEUM 


The complete text of John W. 
Davis’ address at the Coliseum last 
night follows: 

I had alinost said, having a4 
reminiscent memory of scenes 
barely four months ago, “Ladies 
and Gentlemen of the Conven- 
tion.”

And there shall be in the next 
administration no Albert B. 
Falls, no Denbys, no Daughertys, 
no Charles R. Forbeses, no Man- 
ningtons, no Jess Smiths, no Gas- 
ton B. Means, or anybody of that 
sort (loud applause). And if 
Teapot Dome (applause and 
laughter) is ever recovered, after 
the Republicans haye given it 
away, it will not slip again out 
of the hands of the United States 
(applause). 

Legislative 

You will get some legislative 
changes. You will get, among 
other things, a reduction in tax- 
ation all along the line (ap- 
plause), And I am not promis- 
ing to repeal the Democratic in- 
come tax and substitute the Mel- 
lon bill for it, either (laughter 
and applause). And I observe 
that even my Republican friends, 
who said the Mellon plan was the 
last and final word in human wis- 
dom, do not dare today to prom- 
ise you to wipe out the bill the 
Democrats have passed, and put 
the Mellon law in its place. 

You will get a reduction in the 
rates of the tariff that take 
every year a toll of $3,000,000,- 
ool from the American consumer 
(applause).

Waterway Development. 

You will get another thing. 
You will get a development of 
the internal waterways qf this 
country, including the Father of 
Waters himself (Applause). And, 
whether it be soldier or private 
citizen, whether it be postal em- 
ploye or any other Government 
servant; whether it be labor; 
whether it be capital; or whether 
it be agriculture, you will be 
served by a Government that 
does not belong to any class or 
section, but is the equal servant 
of you all (applause). 

And above all, you will get a 
Government honest from top to 
bottom (applause), not only hon- 
est among its lesser employes, 
but honest also among those at 
the top, who will no longer have 
friends to favor or enemies to 
punish at the public expense 
(applause). 

You have not heard, my 
friends, very much talk. in this 
campaign about the things you 
will procure by a continuation of 
the existing regime.

(Ap- 
plause). And in Washington 
there broods a silence vast, per- 
vasive and mysterious, hardly 
broken by an occasional address 
upon purely nonpolitical things. 

Postal Employes’ Pay. 

How could a nominee of the 
Republican party in this year of 

grace make a speech upon th; 
issues of the moment? Is he to 
defend his céurse on the soldiers’ 
bonus? If so, must he not con- 
demn his colleagues of his own 
party in the House and the Sen- 
ate? 

Is he to defend his course with 
reference to the postal employes?

I put to my business frfendg 
tonight the question whether they 
want stable government in this 
country and if they do, what av- 
enue for its achievement do they 
see other than the one I have 
pointed out. Ah, but they say 
the Democratic party is not safe. 
How shall you test its safety? 
Will you recall its record when 
you last trusted it with power? 


Will labor remember, as Judge 
Priest has reminded you, that 
we wrote for all time on the stat-

Then I read the other night a 
statement from Secretary Hughes 
that the Democratic Party had 
put a mine under American busi- 
ness and exploded it, and the 
Republicans had been busy'ever 
since in gathering up the debris.

It is not a smoke 
screen of that character that can 
be thrown up to blind them to 
the result of the three and one- 
half last miserable years and 
invite them to renew it. 

Two Republican Wings. 

And if that is not sufficient, 
our friends must find another 
which they hope will serve. Anéd 
so they are telling us now that 
the real contest in this election 
is not between the Democratic 
and Republican parties but she 


real contest is between the two 


wings into which the Republtcan 
party has divided itself. And 
unless you stay with the old 
crowd the newcomers will tear 
down the structure of the Con- 
stitution and the United States 
will lie in rvins at our feet.

We opposed it in 1912, when a 
great Republican, TheoZore 
Roosevelt, put it forward in even 
more drastic form than that that 
Senator La Follette offers. (Ap- 
plause.) And we opposed it be- 
cause we believed thaf American 
citizens enjoy certain inalienable 
rights so holy and so sacred ‘hat 
no Congress and no Legisiature 
dare lay so much as a finger 
upon them. 

Our Guarantees. 


We believe that under the Con- 
stitution of the United States the 
humblest citizen in all this lan 
was guaranteed, against any ma- 
jority, popular or legislative, the 
freedom of speech, freedom of 
the person, freedom of assembly, 
the right of privacy in his home, 
his office and his person, the 
right of trial by jury, protection 
against double jeopardy—and 
perhaps more sacred than all— 
the holy right to worship God ac- 
cording tg the dictate of his own 
conscience. (Loud applause.) 

And these things we were not 
willing then and are not willing 
now to leave in the light grant 
or the chance denial of any man 
or set of men. But when I re- 
flect that, tn my sober judg- 
ment, Senator La Follette is some 
distance yet from a majority in 
the electoral college (laughter 
and applause), that he has far 
to go to carry two-thirds of both 
branches of Congress, and that 
three-fourths of the states are 
still to be heard from—I cannot 
lie awake nights for fear that 
an anarchist with a bomb in one 
hand and a dagger in the other 
may spring upon me if I so much 


tions not dissimilar to these. 

Then, as now, corruption had 
shown its ugly front in high 
places in the national Govern- 
ment. Then, as now, privilege 
had been permitted to hold the 
pen that wrote the national Jaw. 

And then, as now, the Ameri- 
can people had come to believe 
that they had little part in the 
Government of the day, and that 
those who held power were little 
disposed to listen to their com- 
plaints or to remedy them. 

And under similar conditions 
today, revolt and rebellion have 
appeared. It is not a light symp- 
tom, my friends. It is symp- 
tomatic of the fact that there lie 
before the American people to- 
night three choices that they 
must make. They may choose, 
if they please, to continue on the 
road of privilege. They may fol- 
low those who believe that it is 
both the right and the duty of 
the Government to favor a se- 
lected few, in order that out of 
their bounty and advantage they 
may distribute to their less for- 
tunate fellows. They may follow 
those who believe that when 
scandal an@ corruption break 
forth in government, it is enough 
to select the isolated gullty, and, 
having chosen him, that theh the 
thiags from which that corrup- 
tioh sprang may ‘be glossed over 
and forgotten in the popular 
mind. 

They may follow ‘those who 
believe that there is no such 
thing in this country as party 
responsibility for party acts, and 
that the memories of the Ameri- 
can people are so short that they 

ay be readily imposed upon. 
hey may choose, if they will, 
the philosophy which, at bottom, 
means Government by the well- 
born or the rich or the able or 
the fortunate, over those less for- 
tunate; or they may take the 
second course and choose those 
go little content with the admin- 
istration of our governmental af- 
fairs, so disgusted with what has 
transpired, so determined to find 
relief, that they are ready and 
willing to alter the whole form 
and structure of our  Goverfi- 
ment, and by rash and reckless 
experiment, to build up castles 
in the air of their own devising 
—a new structure in place of the 
one that has served us so well. 

And if the American people 
do not get now the-relief to 
which their attention and de- 
sires are addressed, the day must 
come when that voice of reckless 
protest will, like a rising tide, 
bear us upon its bosom to des- 
tinies of which we little dream. 

The Third Course. 

What then is left? There is a 
third course, well charted, often 
trod, every line of which js 
marked, and along which great 
mottoes, and great principles 
guide us to the prosperity we 
have enjoyed in the past, and to 
the equal prosperity we may 
rightfully aspire to in the future. 

For, unlike the Republican 
party, it is the theory of the 
Democracy that prosperity is not 
a gift to be given to the chosen 
few and by them distributed at 
their will and pleasure among 
their fellows; but it is the equal 
gift of an equal government to all 
American citizens, of whatever 
rank and class and station. We 
want an equal prosperity that is 
passed around (applause). And 
we want it in pursuit of the fun- 
damental Democratic motto of 
“Equal rights to all men and 
special privilege to none (ap- 
Plause). 

We would not change the 
form of- this Government, my 
friends. We should not desert 
the ancient landmarks; but we 
would give to the American peo- 
ple an administration free from 
the double vice of corruption on 
the one hand and favoritism on 
the other; and we would. give 
them laws equal in their import 
and written by the elected rep- 
resentatives of the people, and 
not by any who derive privilege 
or advantage under them. That 
{5 the motto of the Democracy. 

(Applause.) 

And I submit to all patriotic 
Americans tonight that it is 
only along that road that they 
may find reconciliation and 
healing for this deep unrest. 

When Woodrow Wilson came 
to power in 1912 and when the 
democracy again received au- 
thority to conduct this Govern- 
m@ént, the third party subsided, 
the protest was stilled, and the | 


American people went forward 7 


in confidence that, at last, the 
Government was equal to them 
all. 

And for the democracy I have 
no higher ambition and no great- 
er hope than that it may, by 
your voice and your consent, re- 
peat in similar fashion the great 
service it has rendered in the 
past (applause).

much more just and equal that no 
one would dare now to propose a 
return to the Mellon proposals. 

He said that the Mellon plan 
would appeal to persons with net 
incomes of $67,000 a year or more, 
but that for any of his hearers 
who might be making less 
$67,000 a year, the Democratic plan 
was the more favorable. 

He then dealt with the “bogey 
men,’”’ which he said the Repub- 
lican leaders were using to fright- 
en voters. The first was, that Re- 
publican success was in soma way 
essential to prosperity. He recited 
a list of panics ygder Republican 
tariff laws, ending with the pres- 
ent “blight on the West” under the 
fordney-McCumber tariff. 

“Privilege, once intrenched, asks 
nothing better than to be left alone 
to enjoy its gains,” he said. He 
compared the present tariff with 
the Underwood-Simmons bill of 
the first Wilson administration. 

Democracy and Labor. 

‘The Democratic party,” said the 
speaker, ‘“‘is not a labor party, al- 
though it is proud of the great ar- 
my of laboring men that march 
beneath its banner. And when you 
gave it power, it wrote into the 
laws of this country for the first 
time the bold declaration that the 
labor of a human being was fot a 
commodity or an article of com- 
merce, that you could no longer 
trade in men as you would trade 
in goods or coin. It recognized by 
law the power of laboring men to 
combine for their own advantage, 
and collectively to bargain 
their own welfare and improve- 
ment. It wrote 
that 


It seized upon the 
writ of injunction: and laid.«down 
the rules which would govern and 
guide the court and gave to men 
arested for an offense, whether un- 
der an injunction or other process, 
the right of trial by jury, sancti- 
fied by years of Anglo-Saxon his- 
tory and struggle. It recognized 


‘for employes the eight-hour day as 


a standard for their daily toil, and, 
in industries like the raillroads, 
that it had the power to regulate, 
ii recognized the same identical 
principle and made it run. 

“Tf I may speak of myself for a 
moment, I take some pride in the 
fact that in all of the things that 
are enumerated it was given to me 
to bear a humble part. 

“Will you laboring men here tell 
me What more you expect a labor 
party to do for you than that? 
What greater consideration will 
you have than from the Democrat- 
ic party, whose great ambition is 
tu treat labor as a component part 
of the community that knows its 
own need and is entitled to be lid- 
tened to when it speaks? 

For the Farmer. 

“Are there any farmers here? 
The Democracy is not a farmer 
party, although if you will go over 
the broad acres of this land you 
will find not one single state or 
section where those who wring @ 
living from the soil, and whose 
sturdy effort feeds not only them- 
selves but all the rest of the na- 
tion—they, too, are proud and con- 
fent to call themselves Democrats. 

“When the Democracy had pow- 
er, it first initiated the farm joan 
system that brought credit within 
the reach of every farmer. It ex- 
panded the activities of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, which first 
saw its growth and development 
under Democratic auspices in the 
days of Grover Cleveland. It ini- 
tiated the good roads movement. 
It brought into being the parce:s 
post. It expanded the rural free 
delivery system, which was begun 
when William L. Wilson was Post- 
master-General. What more wiil 
any farmer party do for you in the 
same length of time than that?

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We passed the Underwood tariff

‘“‘And if Teapot Dome Is ever re- 
covered,” he went on, lifting his 
voice to make himself heard above 
the applause, “it will not slip again 
out of the hands of the United 
States.” 

Legislative Changes. 

He promised legislative changes 
—-a reduction in taxation “all along 
the line” and a reduction in the 
tariff which he said took a yearly 
toll of three billion dollars from 
American consumers. It was ob- 
vious from the response that the 
audience wanted both tax and tariff 
reduction. 

He made a specific pledge of in- 
land waterway development, in- 
cluding the development of the 
Mississippi. 

“And above all,”’ he said, “you 
will get a Government honest from 
top to bottom, not only honest 
among its lesser employes, but 


or 


honest also among those at the top, 
who will no longer have friends to 
favor or enemies te punish at the 
public expense.” 

He told of the “vast conspiracy of 
silence’ on the Republican side of 
the campaign, and in this connec- 
tion thrust at Secretary Wilbur, 
who, he said, was suddenly cajled 
back to Washington and ‘“muf- 
fled” after he had gone out to the 
Pacific Coast and “brandished his 
sword at Japan.” 

Amid frequent applause, Davis 
recounted the differences between 
the Republican President and the 
Republican Congress on the bonus, 
the postal pay bill, Japanese im- 
migration and other issues, and re- 
called the repudiation of the World 
Court“plan by members of the 
President’s party. 

Again he shot at the recent state- 
ment by Hughes that the Demo- 
cratic party was probably going to 
be split to pieces in the West and 
honeycombed in the East. 

He pointed to the record of the 
Democratic party to prove that it 
was safe for business, safe for the 
farmer, safe for labor. 

A new and notable feature of 
the speech was Davis’ reply to a 
statement made here recently ‘Yy 
Charles Nagel. Without naming 
Nagel, he said he had read in the 
St. Louis papers a reference by a 
St. Louisan to the “Scandals of the 
Wilson administration.” 

“I challenge him to name, or 
anyone to name,” he ripped out, 
“a single officer who held a com- 
mission in that great war, whether 
in the army, the navy or the civil 
service, on whose fingers there 
stuck so much as one dollar of 
dirty money. And if he has dis- 
covered any—if he has discovered 
a single one, he has found more

As he has done several times 
lately, Davis paid his respects to 
Secretary of State Hughes. He

The deflation of which Hughes 
complained, Davis charged, was 
brought about under Republican 
auspices.

10,000 AT COLISEUM 
IN AN EXUBERANT MOOD 


Democrats, After Torchlight Procession, Lead 
in Party Donkey and “Coolidge’s” 
Goat. 


An exuberant and confident air 
pervaded the Davis rally in’ the 
Coliseum last night, attended by a 
crowd estimated at more than 10,- 
000. ) 

For a part of the audience—that 
part which filled the arena—the 
indoors meeting was the sequel of 
an old-fashioned torchlight parade. 
Democracys emblem, the donkey, 
was in the parade, and it went 
right on into the hall, greatly to 
the amusement of the gathering. 
It was a white mule ridden by one 
of the Seventeenth Ward organiza- 
tion. 

The mule and his rider passed 
through the aisles, past standing 
and sitting people, some of them a 
bit shy of the animal’s heels. At 
the south end of the arena the 
animal remained in sight awhile 
before being stabled under the bal- 
cony. 

Crowd Gathers Early. 


Several hundred persons had 
gathered at the Coliseum main en- 
trance before 6:30 p.m. When the 
doors opened at 7, several times 
that many were waiting. The early 
comers got the gallery seats, the 
arena being reserved for the mem- 
bers of marching clubs. 

The stage was on the east side 
of the arena, as it has been cus- 
tomary in the past for political 
meetings. For the La Follette 
meeting, Tuesday night, the Velled 
Prophet stage at the south end was 
used. and this, with the absence of 
amplifiers, «made it impossible for 
a large part of the audience to hear 
La Follette. 

Amplifiers were in use last night, 
and were tested thoroughly before 
the speaking. 

Standing Room Taken. 

All parts of the house were 
filled, and all permissible standing 
space was occupied, when the can- 
didate arrived at 8:30 p. m. Be- 
fore that, there had been no at- 
tempt to start the meeting, except 
for band music. 

Outside in small groups waited 
at 8 p. m. 500 persons who wished 
a sight of the candidate before 
they went home. Yet when he 
came, in the first of six automo- 
biles rushed down Washington 
boulevard from the reviewing 
stand, there were few in the thin 
line along the Washington boule- 
vard sidewalk who recognized the 
Democratic nominee, as he was 
hurried by to the south entrance 
on Jefferson avenue from which 
his party entered the building. 

It wasn’t.enough. And the Iit- 
tle groups stil! waited for the

an hour:later. They were quiet

corner a communist was chanting:

Balloon and 
photographic buttons were hawked 
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along the street, and hot dogs and 
peanuts. 

Then came the marchers. Prob- 
ably half of them turned into the 
Washington boulevard entrance, 
and the following divisions was 
taken in by the south Jefferson 
avenue entrance. 

No Room for All Marchers. 

There wasn’t room in the Coll- 
seum for those marchers, and many 
of them simply made thelr way 
through the vast concourse, saw 
their leader and came out again. 

Former Gov. Gardner accom- 
panied Davis to the platform, and 
Breckinridge Long and other 
prominent Democrats followed, 

Cheering, which lasted for 10 
minutes, delayed the beginning of 
the speech.

Passage of Liberty Bonds 
Expected to Be Shown 
Between Oil Magnate and 
Former Cabinet Member.

CHEYENNE, Wyo., Oct. 18.—A 


new commission to take depositions 
of eight persons in Toronto, Can- 
ada, who are said to have know!l- 
edge of an alleged transaction in 
Liberty Bonds between Harry Sin- 
clair, negotiator of the lease on the 
Teapot Dome Naval Oil Reserve, 
near this place, and Albert B. Fall, 
former secretary of the Interior, 
was authorized today by Federal 
Judge T. Blake Kennedy. 

Judge Kennedy ordered the new 
commission on application of spe- 
cial counsel for the Government in 
its suit for cancellation of the Tea- 
pot lease to the Mammoth Oil Co., 
one of the Sinclair interests, 

To Examine Seven Witnesses, 
The persons whom the commis- 
sion is authorized to examine are 
Henry Smith Osler, Britton Osler, 
N. E. Strickland, Suneva Margaret 
Fordyce, Morley H. Bruels, Harold 
E. Boston and Louis Samuel. The 
commissioners appointed by Judge 
Kennedy are Harold Shautes, Unit- 
ed States Consul at Toronto, and 
Gershrom W. Mason, King’s" coun- 
sel of Toronto. 

The decree provides that upon 
proper service being made upon 
the witnesses, calling for their at- 
tendance before the commission ito 
testify, an earlier commission, 
whose authority the witnesses dc- 
fied, shall be revoked. 

Earlier Commission Defied. 

In efforts to obtain the testimo- 
ny of the witnesses, under the ear- 
lier commission, the special oil 
counsel for the United States Gov- 
ernment, Owen J. Roberts and At- 
lee Pomerene, obtained from the 
Supreme Court of Toronto, under 
the evidence act of the Province of 
Ontario, an order for examination 
of the witnesses. The witnesses re- 
fused to be sworn and, upon con- 
tempt proceedings being instituted, 
attacked the constitutionality of 
the provincial law under which 
their attendance before the com- 
mission was commanded. 

Under the new commission au- 
thorized by Judge Kennedy, the 
special oil counsel of the United 
States Government, it. is under- 
stood, will be enabled to compel the 
appearance of witnesses before the 
commission, by an act passed by 
either house of Parliament. 

The showing made before Judge 
Kennedy in support of the applica- 
tion for the new commission set 
forth that it is expected that testi- 
mony of the witnesses named will 
disclose the passage by Sinclair 
and Fall of certain Liberty bonds. 

The special oil counsel were rep- 
resented before Judge Kennedy ty 
Albert D. Walton, Federal District 
Attorney for Wyoming.

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SHENANDOAH IS 
TIED UP TO MAST 
AT CAMP LEWIS 


Navy Dirigible, Completing 
Journey From Lakehurst 
to Tacoma, Is Moored for 
the Night. 


PLANS TO START 
ON RETURN TODAY 


Craft Reached the Oregon 
Border After Plunging 
Into Gale With Diminish- 
ing Fuel. 


By the Associated Pre 
TACOMA, Wash. Oct. 18.—Se- 


curely tied to the mooring mast on 
the Camp Lewis Reservation, 10 
miles south of here, the Navy 
dirigible Shenandoah was swaying 
lightly tonight in a gentle breeze. 

Safe and apparently unharmed 
after her long battle with the ele- 
ments, which hindered her prog- 
ress .on her first transcontinental 
flight from Lakehurst, N. J., to 
Camp Lewis, the ship was being 
refueled and groomed during the 
night preparatory to the start of 
the return trip, scheduled for 9 
o’clock tomorrow morning. 

The Shenandoah sent a message 
to her mooring mast just before 9 
a. m. today that she would be un- 
able to moor without valving heli- 
um. Her elevation was 800 feet 
and she could be seen against the 
sun that was peeping through the 
fog which was clearing gradually. 
Officers at the mast considered 
the fog too dangerous for a landing 
to be made. 

Just as dusk fell this evening, 
the air cruiser returned to Camp 
Lewis, after cruising since 8 
o’clock this morning over Tacoma, 
Olympia and other cities in the 
vicinity. 

At 6:35 p. m., the chilling night 
air had sufficiently cooled her 
helium gas supply so that she set- 
tled slowly to earth and a line was 
dropped to the waiting ground 
crew. Powerful winches in the 
engine house took up the slack 
and the Shenandoah was drawn 
slowly to a secure fastening. 

Orders had been received at the 
camp to tie up the @ircraft at 5 
o’clock this morning. Zhe order 
was based upon reports of the 
progress being made by the #hen- 
andoah after she moved into the 
Oregon Valley, but the arrival of 
the airship was delayed. 

Crowds of men, women and chfl- 
dren kept vigil through the night 
on the prairies surrounding the 
mooring mast, awaiting the giant 
dirigible. 


Battled Against Adverse Winds for 
33 Hours.

ABOARD THE U. S. 8S. SHEN- 
ANDOAH. Oct. 18.—via C. M. P. 
wireless).—Driving straight into 
the teeth of one of the stiffest 
winds she has ever faced and rac- 
ing against a rapidly diminishing 
gasoline supply, the Shenandoah 


reached the Oregon border at dusk 


yesterday. 

For 33 hours the big airship had 
battled with adverse winds off the 
California coast in one of the se- 
verest tests ever given to a diri- 
gible. Against the strong head 
winds the motors were drinking 
vasoline at the rate of one and one- 
talf gallons a mile, and, with a 
course of more than 1500 milea still 
to be traversed, the advisability 
of turning and speeding back to 
San Diego with the current of the 
wind was considered. 

After a conference with Rear 
Admiral Moffett, Commander 
Lansdowne decided to hold the 
ship on its course. 

The dirigible .turned eastward 
from the Pacific Ocean at 12:30 
this morning over the tvSnkling 
lights of the little town of Flor- 
ence, Ore. 

When Harrisburg, Ore., was 
reached the course of the big ship 
was turned due north through the 
Williamette Valley toward Port- 
land. Corvallis was passed at 2:25 
a. m. Lights of the cities and vil- 
lages showed clear in the Valley, 
while a stream of automobiles and 
locomotives dotted highways and 
railways.

Walsh did not confine himself 
solely to the presentation of doca- 
ments and giving his interpreta- 
tion of them.

“Senator La Follette says,” he 
told the committee, “‘that the treas- 
urer of the Republican National 
Committee is the paid representa- 
tive, or was at the time he became 
treasurer, of the sugar interests in 
Washington and appeared before 
the Tariff Commission and also did 
other work with members of the 
Tariff Commission and others in- 
terested to keep up the price of 
sugar. 

Assails Publicity Fund.

We have a communica- 
tion that has been broadcast in 
this country, with a release from 
G. Franklin Ream, president of 
the American Economic Institute. 

‘This concern is the successor of 
the discredited National Transpor- 
tation Institute, which was de- 
nounced in the United States Sen- 
ate. It was really the representa- 
tive of the railroads and sent out 
propaganda to influence legisla- 
tion and rate-making.” 

This letter said the Institute be- 
lieved the “greatest danger” today 
was the threat of the radical la- 
bor leaders, “who are sponsoring 
the La Follette movement, and 
who demand the abolition of the 
Esch-Cummins transportation 
act.”’ ; 

Propaganda on Menu Cards. 

Walsh also charged that the 
Pennsylvania Railroad was circu- 
lating propaganda on its menu 
cards in favor of Coolidge and

If ground for criticism of his - tempera- 
ment were sought, it probably could most 
easily be found in a certain rigidity of atti- 
tude. Once he has made up his mind that 
a certain thing is wrong, it is very difficult 
for him to see any good in it at all. It could 
hardly be called narrowness, and certainly not 
egotism. It is rather that he is not a gen- 
erous enemy. His is the feeling of a man 
who has been fighting all his life against op- 
pression, and has no strength to waste in 
searching for the oppressor’s virtues. 

Likely he would say: ““‘The Steel Trust, the 
Oil Trust and J. P. Morgan have eloquent 
lawyers to present their case; I have enough 
to do to present the case of the people against 
them.” 

The fact is, probably, that his very belli- 
cosity tends to impair his effectiveness. 

He is essentially a fighter. Grant his vast 
store of information, -his ceaseless study, or 
even the profundity of his thought, but you 
will come finally back to the conclusion that 
this man is, essentially, a ‘gladiator. Not of 
the Borah type, brilliant and impersonal; not 
the Walsh type, punctilious and polite; nor 
of the type of his running mate, Wheeler, 
cowboyishly good humored and deadly. 
Rather of the type that proposes to fight it 
out along this line if it takes all summer, 
and continue the battle on the ice. 

He will not compromise. He will reason; 
he will argue patiently; he will spend the 
night with you if necessary. He will try 
powerfully, persuasively, to convert you to his 
view. He will not compromise. “I wil) not 
budge nor turn aside from this course by 
the breadth of a hair,’ is one of his favor- 
ite phrases.

The platform upon which he now appears 
as a candidate for President, as the climax 
of a public life extending over 40 years, is 
fairly simple.

Tariff the Root of Privilege 


‘It began after the Civil War,” he ex- 
plained. “It began timidly. It asked only 
for a protective tariff which would enable our 
factories togcompete with those of other 
countries. 4 was begun by the iron and steel 
mills of Pennsylvania and the textile mills 
of New England, when they prevailed upon 
the Government to confer this special privi- 
lege upon them. 

“Then came the building of the transcon- 
tinental railroads. They demanded rights of 
way and land grants, and they got them, un- 
til land from the public domain, amounting 
in area to five times the size of the State of 
Illinois had been given away in the West. 

“The trust formation period came next. 
The trusts were born out of special favors of 
two kinds, tariff on one hand, and railroad 
favoritism on the other. Monopoly is_ the 
child of special privilege. The bankers ob- 
tained control of most of these industries. To- 
day they have under their dominion, 250,000 
miles of railroads, and most of the coal, iron 
and oil of the nation. They own the great 
iasurance companies. one great trust after 
another fell into their hands.” 

The Senator paused, and shook his head 
tragically. |. » 

“They began to see that they could not 
maintain this great power unless they con- 
trolled the Government,” he resumed. “Here 
and there brave and farsighted men who per- 
ceived what was — on, began to ae 


Government regulation and legislation which 
would restore some measure of freedom and 
fair competition in industry. People were 
aroused when they saw these great monop- 
olies swallowing or ruining every small com- 
petitor who stood in their way. 


Economic Control of Politics 


“John Sherman, the greatest statesman of 
his time, said: ‘It is a kingly prerogative, in- 
consistent’ with our form of government. If 
anything is wrong, this is wrong. If we will 
not endure a king with political power, we 
should not endure a king over the produc- 
tion, transportation and sale of any of the ne- 
cessities of life. If we would not submit to | 
an emperor, we should not submit to an auto-, 
crat of trade.’ He drew the Sherman anti- 
tgust act, and it was passed in 1890, placing 
in the hands of the executive arm of the Gov- 
ernment the most effective weapon which the 
ingenuity of man could devise against the 
power of monopoly. 

“It aroused the kings of finance to the nec- 
essity of controlling . the Government itself. 
They realized that if this law was enforced, 
their power would be broken. They saw, 
particularly, the necessity of controlling the 
Federal courts and the Department of Justice, 
and that necessitated the election to we 
presidency of men who were friendly to their 
interests, because Federal Judges and Attor- 
ney-Generals are appointed by the President. 

“In order to do that it was necessary to 
capture control of both the old parties—it 
would not be safe to back one side and take 
a chance on the other side winning an elec- 


tion. 


“The situation presented an irresistible 


“Occasional outbreaks occurred, it is true. 
The “people of Wisconsin revolted, and in so 
far as was possible through the election of 
honest State officials and the enactment and 
enforcement of progressive State laws, they 
freed themselves. But the enemy reigned at 
Washington. It was called ‘invisible gavern- 
ment.’ 

“The election of Woodrow Wilson offered 
a ray of hope. Perceiving the situation as it 
was, he had declared: ‘The trusts are our 
masters now. We have come to be one of 
the worst ruled, one of the most completely 
controlled and dominated governments in the 
world—no longer a Government by conviction 
and the vote of the majority, but_a govern- 
ment by the opinion and duress of a small 
group of dominant men. The Government of 
the United States is a foster child of the 
special interest.’ 

“During the first Wilson, administration 
quite a number of progressive laws were en- 
acted. But a President is surrounded by 
many influences. A power which contro! 
the economic life of a nation has many and 
devious means of getting what it wants. The 
war came, and the bankers wagered ‘their 
millions on the success of the Allies. They 
could not afford to lose, and they began @ 
vast propaganda to force this country into 
the war on the side of the Allies. Wilson 
succumbed. 

“The Civil War had furnished these inter- 
ests with the opportunity to begin their cam- 
paign to control the Goyernment; the World 
War gave them opportunity to make that 
control complete. That is invariably the ef- 
fect of war. By its very nature it favors 
the interests that control the credit. The in- 
dustry and the natural resources of a nation.

“Invisible government threw off its mask. 
Today, it swaggers in the White House, struts 
through the Departments, and cracks 
whip in the halls of Congress.

War gave it control of 
the world’s credit. Since the war, eight bil- 
lion dollars has ‘been invested in foreign 
lands. Monopoly relies upon the American 
army and navy to protect those investments. 
It showed its hand when it made the Govern- 
ment send marines to Haiti and Santo Do- 
mingo to collect its debts. If any man doubts 
that, let him ask the State Department what 
our marines ate doing there. Doubtless he 
will be told they are there to protect Ameri- 
can lives and property. Ask what lives and 
what property are meant, and you will find 
that the property is that of American mo- 
nopolists, and the lives are those of its agents, 
sent there to exploit the people of those 
countries. The next logical move will be to 
send the navy to Asia, Africa and Europe to 
protect the billions | invested there. I say, if 
they want to put their money in such precari- 
‘ous investments, depending for profits upon 
the exploitation of other peoples, then when 
trouble comes let them go and defend their 
investments!”

Views of Roosevelt and 


Wilson on La Follette : 


OWARD the close of their lives, both 
TT ricoaore Roosevelt and Woodrow

to establish and maintain the supreme 
governmental power where it inherently 
existe—in the people. To do so, they 
provided for three \co-ordinate branches 
of government—legislative, judicial and 
executive. They intended that the power 
of each of the three should be subordi- 
nate to the will of the supreme govern- 
ing power—the people. It was intended 
that the power of each official should be 
kept within constitutional limitations. 
To give effect to those intentions, the 
power was reserved to the people to re- 


’ move from office, every two years, rep- 


resentatives who failed to support the 
Constitution. 

An act, in violation of a constitutional 
limitation, by an official of any one of 
the three branches of such a government 
is traitorous, an@ it has always been the 
duty of the House of Representatives to 

ch any official, who cannot be re- 
nr from office by the votes of the 
people, in each case where-such official 
has committed such traitorous act. The 
first act of any Federal Judge, dispens- 
ing favors, instead of laws, should have 
been closely foliowed by an impeach- 


tives of the people . have failed to thus 
support the Constitution, and, as a re- 
sult, instead of remaining co-ordinate, 
two branches of the Government have 
become subordinate to the judicial 
branch. By excluding the two branches 
ef Government, and the people, from 
the final interpretation of the meaning 
ef the Constitution, it became subordi- 
pate to the will of nine men. Thus aided 


. by. traitorous representatives, they have 
’ gueceeded in robbing the people of their 


government by the people. It thus be- 
came a judicial! despotism. 

The dupes of King John of England, 
and those who hoped to receive favors 
through him, supported his despotism; 
and believed, or pretended to believe, 
that it was jew. A Moses is trying to 
@eliver the people from the bondage of 

despotism in this nation by hav- 
their constitutional 
government, subordinate to the will of 
the people only.

| OUR 18TH CENTURY LA FOLLETTE. 

The Shenandoah’s succegsful cranscontinental 
flight, followed by the far more dramatic and epochal 
transatlantic voyage of the ZR-3, are significant and 
prophetic events. They herald a new day, a new 
order, a new world. They challenge the imagination 
of industrial captains, since transportation and com- 
munication are the talismans of business. They chal- 
lenge the vision of statesmen, because governments 
that fail to keep abreast of the times perish as in- 
evitably as does the commercial enterprise that fails 
to adapt itself to new conditions. 

This is not a theme for mere academic speculation. 
It is a pertinent, practical subject. It is an issue of 
the present campaign. 

We have two candidates for President to whom the 

portent of these aerial triumphs means nothing. In 
the case of Mr. Coolidge that is not surprising. He 
and his party have become hopeless Bourbons in the 
sense that they neither learn nor forget. Mr. La Fol- 
lette’s attitude is hard to account for. The Wiscon- 
sin Senator is a professional progressive and sincere- 
ly and effectually so in many respects. In his own 
State his career is a body of valuable accomplish- 
ments, but the things he did or got done in Wiscon- 
sin were Bot brought about by harking back to the 
wisdom of the past. His record there is the story 
of governmental pioneering. And for many of our 
pational {lls he proposes new, untried remedies 
which, whatever our opinion of them, stamp La 
Follette as a daring political explorer. 
t In respect to foreign relations—and it is by 
their foreign policies that the destiny of nations is 
tc be determined—La Follette thinks and talks like 
a throw-back. His speech in St. Louis the other 
night was a pledge of changeless faith to the wisdom 
cf the eighteent century. As the Post-Dispatch said, 
it was, to be sure, a mere vote-catching speech. It 
was a flagrant appeal to the passions and prejudices 
engendered by the war. But if he means what he 
said, if he insists that the words of Jefferson and 
Washington as regards our attitude towards the rest 
of the world must literally be accepted today, then 
Europe is as far from the United States as it wads two 
centuries ago. The sail has not yielded to the steam- 
er. No cable has been laid. The radio does not 
exist. The kinetic airplane and the majestic dirigi- 
ble have not made Boston and Berlin next-door neigh- 
bors nor hrought the antipodal East and West into 
cheek-by-jow! fellowship.

Let Europe war as 
she will, we shall have none of it. We shall be abso 
Ictely neutral. It is none of our affair how European 
peoples murder one another... We shall watch the 
butchery uninterested and unmoved, so long as we 
can sell them the food they need to carry on the 
slaughter. Our only condition is that they must not 
interfere with our trade. ‘ 


Such a philosophy is not only utterly heartless, 
but it is absurdly impdksible. The twentieth century 
has repealed that eighteenth-century declaration of 
intention. Remoteness has vanished. Inter-depend- 
ence is not a theory but a condition. Europe is an 
integral factor in our economic equation. Neutrality 
is ended. In the event of another European war or 
war of comparable magnitude we shall not again 
make even the pretense of neutrality, though La 
Follette himself were in the White House. 


intere®t in the ce and security of European peo- 
ples is growing steadily and swiftly. For example, 
American citizens have just purchased German bonds 
in the amount of $110,000,000 to enable Germany to 
establish a sound currency system. That is only the 
start. .An item of current news reported in a few 
lines on the market page tells of an acceptance credit 
of $2,500,000 granted by an American banking group 
to the Ruhr Coal Syndicate to finance the exportation 
of coal. What American investments in Germany 
will total in 10 years cannot be computed, but it will 
be tremendous. And our European investment will 
not be confined to Germany. France, Italy, Russia 
will presently be financed by American capital. 
Meantime there is the war debt of billions. As a cold 
business proposition the United States cannot afford 
to let any of those countries be impoverished by 
another war. 

The foreign policy of La Follette is as worthless as 
a medieval superstition. It is an eighteenth-century 
dream which time and progress have buried.

THE DIGEST’S STUFFED BALLDT BOX. 

With ballots in from all the states of the Unfon, the 
Literary Digest straw polf shows an easy majority 
for Coolidge over his two opponents combined. 

It also shows, with the aid of a little figuring, 
that its voters, in the landslide year of 1920, were 
in the proportion of 24.4 for Harding to 10 for Cax, 
whereas Harding’s actual advantage over Cox was in 
the proportion of only 17% to 10. The inescapable 
conclusion is either that there has been wholesale 
repeating Republican postmasters and others or 
that Republicans have been favored in the passing of 
the ballots by about seven out of every 34 votes. This 
fact, on the Digest’s own figures, utterly discredits 
the poll as an accurate index of sentiment. 

But consideration of the popular vote alone fs mis- 
leading, particularly when the race is three-cornered 
and pluralities rather than mAjofities will swing the 
deciding electoral vote. Davis has the solid South 
and is assured the border states, The election, there- 
fore, will hinge on a few pivotal states:such as New 
York and Indiana. 

New York went for Harding by about 23.8 to 10. 
But Digest ballots were distributed to 33 Harding 
men to every 10 Cox men. Digest voters in Indiana 
were in the proportion of 25.2 to 10 in 1920, whereas 
the State went for Harding by only 13.6 to 10. 

Whatever the cause of the stuffing of the Digest 
ballot box, the stuffing is there, as proven in the 
figures. The desired effect is to discourage all oppo 
sition to Coolidge with false figures. It is good Re 
publican propaganda. But, like the Digest’s propa- 
ganda poll on the Mellon plan, giving supporters of 
any other tax plan no opportunity to express their 
position, it may not work. 
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GETTING THE GUN-TOTERS. 

It is reassuring to observe that a start has been 
made by the police toward the cleaning up of gun- 
toters. - ; 

The start was made when a policeman caught a 
desperate citizen and his dangerous 4-year-old daugh- 
ter walking along the street in broad daylight, the 
desperate citizen holding one hand of his daughter, 
in whose other hand was displayed a deadly weapon, 
commonly called a revolver, or which would have 
been deadly if it had been loaded. That was too 
much. The clean-up started right there. 

There was an explanation, to the effect that the 
desperaté citizen had bought the weapon for the pro- 
tection of his home and wa permitting his dangerous 
little daughter to carry it home. But these des- 
perate and dangerous characters always have ex- 
planations. And it didn’: go with the policeman 
who had caught them red-handed. 

Gunmen and criminals of high and low degree who 
have been ng loaded and concealed weapons 
without hindrance will do well to take warning. 
After rounding up the babies with unloaded revolv:- 
ers, the police, like as not, will go a step farther 
and arrest the gentlemen of leisure who carry poten- 
tial death under their coattails and in various other 
easily accessible locations about their persons. In 
the good work that has been done there is encourage- 
went to hope for greater accomplishments to come.

| Andrew Melion has been called the greatest Secre- 
tary of the Treasury since Alexander Hamilton. The 
comparison is impertinently unjust—to Mr. Mellon. 


Consider the Aluminum Company of America, 
which is only one of the Mellon enterprises. How 
that company increased its capital stock from $30,- 
000,000 in 1921 to $110,000,000 in 1923 and earned a 
40 per cent dividend, or $44,000,000 on the latter eap- 
italizati@n has already been remarked. But that is 
not all. It seems that this company, at the end of the 
war, put in a claim for an income’ tax readjustment, 
on the ground that the sudden oversupply of alumi- 
num entitled it to a tax concession. The claim was 
allowed last year, and it is only the simple truth to 
Say that-the Government acted handsomely in the 
matter by granting a tax reduction of $16,000,000. 
What with this reduction plus its earnings under the 
bounteous Fordney-McCumber tariff, this one Mellon 
company cleaned up $60,000,000 in 1923. 


Now, for all his skill in governmental finance. 
Alexander Hamilton, as gossipy history tells us, 
could not pay his tailor’s bill. But Andrew Mellon 
could pay the tailor bills of all the Beau Brummels 
that have graced the human comedy and do it with- 
out denting his roll. Therefore, there is no com- 
parisom between them. They are not in the same 
class. Alexander was a piker. Andy is the Prince 
Plutoe.

His Faith in the Republic 


After another pause, the Senator said: “In 
general, I believe the machinery of this Re- 
public is the best ever devised by man. 
“The group of men who founded this Gov- 
ernment were unique. That group has had 
no equal in history, In foresight, practical 
wisdom and in ideals of justice and equality, 
they were superior to any group that ever de- 
vised a form of government. It seems almost 
miraculous that it has met the incredible 
changes which have occurred. If we are to 
progress, however, we must from time toAime 
introduce new ideas in government to meet 
new conditions.

The late 
Charles P. Steinmetz, the electrical wizard, 
who was a Socialist, declared that the P¥o- 
gressives, of La Follette’s type, were the 
worst reactionaries in the country. The de- 
velopment of mdénopoly was a logical dnd 
inevitable phase of economic evolution, he de- 
clared. The wise and natural course was to 
let it continue to develop, until all the basic 
industries had become concentrated in single 
monopolies, whereupon the Government 
would take them over and run them for the 
benefit of the people as a ‘whole.

He decided to run for the o:fice of 
Prosecuting Attorney of Dane County, Wis., 
The local “‘boss” told him he'couldn’t nave it. 
That determined him. He made a farm-to- 
farm canvass and was elected. 

Later “he went to Ccrgress, serving three 
terms before he encountered defeat. It was 
*| during this service that he and McKinley be- 
came warm friends, and the man who was 
later to become President had La Follette put 
on the powerful Ways and Means C »mmittee. 
He was “regular’’ then. 

Convinced, as he says, that the old Repub- 
lican machine in Wiscoasin myst bs broken, 
La Follette became a candidate for Governor. 
In three campaigns he was beatea for the 
nomination, and each time there were grave 


him. The fourth .time, however, he won. 
Then began a process which eventually, 
amounted virtually to rewriting the State code 
of Wisconsin. Regulation of corporations 
was one of fhe outstanding aspects of this leg- 
islation. It is interesting to note, here, that 
while La_ Follette is attacked on many 
| grounds, few have ever criticised the con- 
structive work which he did in his own State 
when he was in absolute control. 
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| Single Handed Fighter in Senate 


He went to the Senate-in 1905, virtually a 
He got a cold reception 
from the party leaders, who knew what he 
had done to the regular organization in Wis- 
consin. His insurgency had begun in his 
campaigns for the governorship, and it has 
continued through.20 years of service in the 
Senate. 

He fought against the seating of William 
Lorimer, He joined, in the attack which 
drove Secretary of the Interior Ballinger from 
office, and wrecked tho Taft administration. 
He clamored persistentiv for an impartial and 
expert valuation of the railroads, as a rate- 
making basis. He was a thorn in the flesh 
of the Old Guard. 

In 1912, he became a candidate for the Re- 
publican nomination for President. Facts 
contained in his autobiography seem to prove, 
almost conclusively, that before he entered 
this campaign he had virtual assurance from 
Roosevelt that the latter would stay out of 
the face. But history attests that T. R. did 
not stay out, and when he did come in, La 
Follette’s candidacy was wrecked. Many of 
his supporters flocked to the more glamorous 
camp of Roosevelt, La Follette never f »rgave 
what he regarded as his betrayal, and took 
no part in the Bull Mcose movement. His 
followers always have insisted that La Fol- 
lette was the original leader of progressivism. 


War Speech Was Distorted 


The war came. La Follette opposed Amer- 
ica’s entrance, and he opposed many of the 
pre-war acts of the Wilson admin'stration. 
He spoke against arming merchant Suips, and 
he voted against the’ declaration of war. He 
opposed the draft act and the espionage act. 
As a member of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee, however, he worked indefatigably up- 
on designing tax bills to meet the cost of the 
war, insisting that the burden should be laid’ 
upon war profits and large incomes and 
estates. die advocated the taxing system then 
in use in Great Britain. 

Then came the St. Paul speech. A calm 
examination of the facts seems to reveal the 
almost incredible fact that most of the criti-. 
cism of La Follette’s war record was based 
upon something which he did not say. Dur- 
ing the course of the speech, he remarked: 
“For my own part I was not in favor of be- 
ginning the war. I don’t mean to say that 
we hadn’t suffered gricvances; we had—at 
the hands of Germany. Serious grievances!” 
Through what now appears to have een 
the sloppy work of a reporter, the utterence 
was misquoted, and the next day the news- 
papers of the country reported La Foiictte 
as having declared: ‘We had no grievances || 
against Germany.”

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JEWELRY AUCTIONS IN 
- PROHIBITIVE MEASURE 


Proposed Ordinance Intended 
as Protection Against Shop- 
pers in Downtown Area. 


Jewelry auctions in the down- 
town and central portions of the 
city would be prohibited by a pro- 
posed ordinance introduced in the 
Board of Alderrgen Friday. The 
bill was drawn and sponsored by 
the Better Business Bureau, to pro- 
teet the public against sharpers 
who misrepresent value and qual- 


ity of their goods and to protect 
regular dealers from the inroads of 
itinerants who set up temporary 
shops for auctions, especially be- 
fore Christmas. 

iy vr e district where auctions would 
be boo is bounded by Fourth 
street, Chouteau avenue, Kings- 
highway, Easton avenue and Wash 
street. The chief effect of creating 
this. district would be to bar the 
auctioneers from downtown, where 
crowds make their work worth 
while. 

Provision is made for licenses for 
auctions outside this area of jew- 
elry in general, diamonds or other 
precious or semiprecious stones, 
stationery, rugs, carpets, furniture, 
furs 6r-mugical instruments. (The 
fee would be $5 per day and atic- 
tions would have to be held on suc- 
eessive days, for not more than 30 
days. Only persons or firms in 
busitiess here for one year previous- 
ly could obtain licenses, and they 
would have to file with the License 
Collector an inventory of the mer- 
chandise to be auctioned and make 
affidavit rat they had owned it 
‘six months. 

Other provisions of the bill are 
for posting of $3000 bond with the 
city for protection of customers, 
vrohibition of employment of 
“cappers’ or “boosters’’ to stimu- 
late bidding, delivery of invoices 
to customers showing quality of 
merchandise purchased, limiting 
auction hours to 8 a. m. to 6 p. m. 
in winter and 8 a. m. to 7 p. m. 
in summer, revocation of licenses 
by the ‘Mayor on complaint, after 
hearings, and fixing punishment 
for violation as a maximum fine of 
$200 or up to 90 days in jail. 

The practical effect of the ordi- 
nance would be to prevent sucn 
auctions altogether. There is spec- 
ulation at city hal] as to whether 
private sales of collectors could be 
held under this ordinance. The 
City Law Department does not 
consider jail sentences for violation 
of an ordinance legal. 

Another bill introduced would 
prohibit parking of vehicles in pub- 
lic alleys throughout the city from 
7 a. m. to 7 p. m., but exempting 
commercial vehicles while loading 
and unloading. This follows com- 
plaint of the police Traffic Bureau 


that alley parking is causing trou- 
ble.

Thus,“young men 
ambitious to shine as journalists 
no longer tackle me. Instead, I 
am a mark for young men (and 
women) who aspire to stagger hu- 
manity as poets, as novelists, or as 
critics. That day is rare, indeed, 
which does not bring a manuscript 
to be read, pondered and appraised 
and that manuscript is almost as 
rare which is not accompanied by 
a request that I commend it to a 
publisher. 

This request, at long intervals, I 
am sorely tempted to yield to, and, 
being weak, I usually do so. The 
result is nearly always disastrous. 
A year later either the publisher 
damns me for letting him in for a 
loss or the author accuses me of 
barking and catching for a nefa- 
rious publisher. There have been 
exceptions, to be sure, but not 


| enough to ease the general bilious- 


ness. Thus I try to avoid the un- 
derlying folly as much as possi- 
ble, and in normal times, when my 
health and resolution are good, I 
commonly manage to do so. In- 
stead of a letter to Barabbas, the 
publisher, I give the applicant a 
few whiffs of good advice. It is, in 
substance, exactly like Mark’s. 

Nor is my motive in offering it 
any more than Mark's was, the 
simple and lowly ont of avoiding 
a nuisance. There is something 
sweeter and more altruistic in it. 
What I always séek to convey is the 
harsh but profound truth that let- 
ters of commendation, when it 
comes to marketing a manuscrip*, 
are worth exactly nothing—nay, a 
great deal less than nothing. For 
one publisher whois fetched by 
them there are at least 10 who 
are irritated dnd made suspicious. 
The whole proceeding introduces 
personal feelings into a transaction 
that should be arctic and business- 
like. The publisher, for all I 
know, may dislike me secretly, and 
with sound reason, thus it gals 
him to have to be polite to 
me, and prejudices him againat 
the author I introduce. On 
the other hand, he may like me 
and even venerate me. In that 
case he is annoyed by the thought 
that his sentiment may intrude 
upon his judgment—that he may, 
and probably is, letting himself in 
for a loss in order to indulge a2 
friendly impulse.

it invariably is, I must write two 
nonsensical letters about it, full 
of transparent lies.

that someone else led me to it. 

This pleasure is so great that be- 
ing deprived of it is very unpleas- 
ant. In fact, I know of no expe- 
rience connected with the publish- 
ing traffic that is one-half 50 
agreeable. A publisher (or editor) 
when he finds anything good in the 
stream of garbage that gurgies 
over his desk all day is so happy 
that he sends for a bootlegger and 
kisses his wife. Such episodes 
splash his drab life with scarlet; 
they make any day a holiday. 
They thrill him as a surgeon is 
thrilled when he encounters a pa- 
tient with gallstones, appendicitis, 
and a fractured skull. They are 
rare, and they are lovely. If they 
came every day he would go crazy 
with joy. 

Yet the superstition survives, not 
only in the cow states but even in 
the great centers of culture, that 
publishers are inhospitable to new- 
comers in the literary shambles— 
that it is impossible to get a hear- 
ing without influence! What could 
be more idiotic? There is not a 
reputable publisher in America, 
whether of books or of magazines, 
who does not maintain a complex 
and costly machine for detecting 
talent through eight thicknesses of 
oak planking. He spends more 
upon it than he spends upon any 
other appliance in his works. He 
devotes half of his personal time 
to tinkering with it and watching 
it operate; he lies awake all night, 
groaning and tossing, whenever the 
suspicion rides him that it is not 
working smoothly and effectively. 
For some day, he hopes and hopes, 
it. will seize for hima pearl of 
great price. Some day it will throw 

a “David Harum” into his till and 
so set pigeon blood rubies into 
the eyes of his elk’s head watch 
charm and buy his son a seat on 
the Stock Exchange. 


ideal Manuscript 
Comes Without Letter. 


F young authors only knew how 

easy it is! The postoffice, for a 
few cents, provides all the intro- 
duction that is necessary. All else 
ls supererogation and worse. The 
ideal manuscript, welcomed with 
hosannahs in every publishing of- 
fice in the republic, whether it 
comes from a novice or a veteran, 
from the steppes of Iowa or the 
swamps of Mississippi, is one that 
arrives without any letter at all— 
one that contains no selling talk 
whatsoever, but simply the name 
and address of the author in the 
upper left-hand corner of page one 
—one that is typed neatly on 
opaque’ paper, so that it may be, 
read without risk of blindness, and | 
has every page numbered, and no 
corrections, and no biots of ink, 
and no thumb prints. Such a man- 
uscript, however humble its source, 
gets a cheer everywhere, provided: 

There is something, alas, in the 
“provided.” I put it down at 
once. The most perfect typing is 
not enough. Freedom from blots 
and thumb prints is not enough. 
Even the absence of a passionate 
letter from the critic of the Eve- 
ning Patriot is not enough. There 
Not to 
put too fine a point upon it, there 
must be what is roughly called, by 
the trade, merit—that is ‘to say, 
there must be some sign that the 
author has something to say and 
knows how to say it—more, that 
it has not been said before—at all 
events, not more than a thousand 
times before. In brief, there must 
be some hint or indication in the 


icate, that the author composed it 
because ideas were raging and 
bubbling in him, and not merely 
because he wanted to write. 


Urges Many to Write. 
INE beginning authors out of 
ten—perhaps 99 out of 100—

The public prints 
make much of authors; they get a 
great deal more attention than the 
common run of men, and some of 
them even grow rich.

'T. Sixteen Filipino cane strikers 
and four policemen paid with their 
lives to re-establish industrial 
peace on the sugar plantations of 
the Hawaiian Islands. The strik- 
ers who avere not stretched out in 
the morgue were in the hospitals, 
in jail or in hiding. 

And peace reigned again! 

The _ situation thus revealed 
should make Capt. Dollar green 
with envy. The Captain originated 
the idea of settling strikes by send- 
ing strikers to the“hospital. On 
Kauai the morgue and the jatl 
were added to the list. Can any 
one blame the balance of the Fi:j- 
pinos for going in hiding? 

By the way, these Filipinos were 
imported by the Hawaiian sugar 
planters to break the economic 
strangle-hold of the previously im- 
ported Japanese laborers. Can it 
be that this is another case where 
the remedy proved to be worae 
than the disease?* The census of 
1920 showed 21,031 Filipinos as 
residents of the territory of Ha- 
wail. The overwhelming majority 
are employed in the plantations. 

Will the massacre of those 16 
Filipino strikers make their coun- 
tRXymen more submissive to the 
planters’ will? We doubt it. In- 
dustrial peace is established 
through just industrial relations. 
It is maintained by the frank rec- 
ognition of the fact that workers 
are more than mere cogs in the 
treadmill of modern industry. 


The Way to Peace. 
(From the Seattle Union Record, 
Labor.) 
HE way to disarm is to disarm, 
says the Nation. Little n- 
mark shows the way, for her Prime 
Minister is to introduce a bill in 
Parliament wiping out the army 
and navy and providing merely for 
an armed constabulary. 


We are inclined to rank this as 
one of the greatest international! 
happenings of the year. Of course 
by every imperialist and militarist 
teaching, such as is inculcated by 
our army and navy officials, Den- 
mark is crayen and cowardly and 


lis ready to relinquish,its national 


existence at the threat of an in- 
vader. To us this decision is the 
wisest step that Denmark could 
take, and the example ought to be 
followed at once by the other Scan- 
dinavian countries, by Belgium and 
Holland. 

It is preposterous for a nation 
like Belgium to maintain an army. 
It can have only three probable 
enemies in the future—France, En- 
gland or Germany. Against any 
one of them it would be helpleas if 
it came to battle. Not by mobiliz- 
ing its entire manpower could it 
hold its. position for more than a 
day or so. The result of the war 
with Germany proved that. So 
why waste money and deprive its 
industrial life of hundreds of thou- 
sands of workmen for nothing? If 
Denmark remains unarmed and 
unafraid and is then attacked, it 
will have an infinitely greater pow- 
er of appeaf to the moral opinic> 
of the world than if it were to 
throw away 40,000 or 50,000 of its 
citizens in a fruitless struggle.

They are raising large 
sums of money by it and so object 
to the Federal Government invad- 
ing the same field. 

Moreover, the automobile inter- 
ests of the country and organiza- 
tions concerned in the welfare of 
the owner of the auto vehicle are 
strongly opposed to a Federal auto 
fuel levy. 

One -Attempt Failed. 

Efforts were made by the Treas- 
ury Department about two years 
ago to impose a. general horse- 
power tax and a gasoline tax on 
all autos and to require Federal 
registration. This recommendation 
was made to the House Ways and 
Means Committee. But such a pro- 
test arose from the country against 
such a plan that it was blocked. 

Under the Federal law there is 
a 3 per cent tax on trucks and a 
5 per cent tax on other automo- 
biles. Last year about $150,000.- 
000 was raised. by this levy. 

Congress last session cut the tax 
on accessories, tires, and parts 
from 5 per cent to 2%, a reduction

ARRANGEMENTS. BEING 
MADE FOR “NAVY DAY” 


Department Officials Plan 
Linking of Many Broad- 
casters. 


Preparations are being made br 
the Navy Department for a nation- 
wide celebration of Monday, Oct. 
27, birthday of former President 
Roosevelt, as “Navy Day.” Under 
present plans an even more elabor- 
ate broadcasting program will he 
offered fans all over the country 
than on “Defense Day.” 

It has not yet been definitely dr- 
cided just how many stations wi!l 
be connected together to broadcast 
“Navy Day.” Officials of the Navy 
Department hope there will be suf- 
ficient to make the program avail- 
able from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific Coast. 

During the program a number 
of prominent men will deliver ad- 
dresses on “Our Navy.” Secretary 
of the Navy Wilbur will lead from 
Washington. He will be followed 
by Admiral R. E. Coontz, Com- 
mander in Chief of the United 
States fleet, who will speak at Salt 
Lake City, Utah. Admiral E. W. 
Eberle, Chief of Operations, will 
speak from Little Rock and Fort 
Smith, Ark. Rear Admiral William 
A. Moffett, Chief of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics, will speak from Min- 
neapolis, Rear Admiral H. T. Mayo 
at Cnicago, Rear Admiral S. E. W. 
Kittelle at Chattanoogo, Tenn.. 
and Rear Admiral Newton McCul- 
ly at Charleston. 

In addition to these, other speak- 
'ers from among the ranking nave! 
officers and prominent civilians 
have been assigned to other cities 
}so that the entire country will be 
blanketed with the Navy day mes- 
isage by radio. 

Definite plans have not been 
made for the operations of the 
Shenandoah on Nary day, owing to 
its present transcontinental flight, 
‘but it is haped that the dirigible 
‘may be used also for broadcasting 
“Navy day” speeches. .

HE new Fansteel Balkite “B” 
T current supply, designed to re- 
place dry cell “B” batteries, 
operates directly from the home 
lighting circuit in a very satisfac- 
tory manner. The hum present in 
some of the devices of a similar 
kind which are now on the market 
is reduced entirely to the point of 
inaudibility. 

It was tested with a Garod 65- 
tube neutrodyne receiver, and a 
Kennedy regenerative receiver with 
two-step audio frequency ampli- 
fier. Various types and kinds of 


speaker reproduced the sounds. 
During all of the tests, it com- 
pared favorably with the dry cell 
batteries which were tried inter- 
changeably several times in each 
case. The volume was practically 
the same. In fact. if there was any 
difference, it could not be distin- 
guished by audible comparison. 
The results were exactly the 
same regardless of the tubes em- 
ployed. When dry-cell and storage 
battery tubes were tested, allow- 
ance was made, for the different 
types of tubes. From the stand- 
point of comparison of the dry cell 
‘““B” battery and the Balklite substi- 
tute the latter proved that such a 
device is now entirely practical. 
A feature of the Balkite device 
is the wide range of voltages which

PATENT GRANTED ON 
MODULATING SYSTEM 


New Method Equalizes_ the 
‘Generator Load at All 
Times. 


A modulating system for radio 
telegraphy has been invented by 
Charles Le G. Fortescue of Pitts- 
burg, Pa., and a patent granted 
upon it by thie Patent Office. 

This invention, which should be 
of interest to all amateurs, covers 


these points: 

Means for controlling current of 
radio frequency and more particu- 
larly means for controlling the in- 
put to an antenna system. 


A system for the control of radio | 


frequency input to an antenna in 
which there is no arcing between 
the contacts. 

A radio modulation system in 
which the period of oscillation of 
the antenna is reduced below radio 
frequency when a message is not 
being sent. 

A system for controlling the in- 
put to an antenna in radio teleg- 
raphy in which the load on the 
generator is substantially constant 
in either the up position or the 
down position of the telegraph 
key. 

Here is the description given by 
Mr. Fortescue of his invention in 
the patent granted him on it: 

“The. problem of control of the 
high-frequency radio input to an 
antenna in radio telegraphy has 
always been a difficult one. In 
my system I employ a tuned an- 
tenna circuit having an inductance 
coil therein, and located in in- 
ductive relation to the inductance 
coil ig a controller primary in- 
ductance coil A balancing induc- 
tance coil is connected in parallel 
with the controHer primary induc- 
tance coll through contacts con- 
trolled by a telegraph key. A 
source of high-frequency current 
is connected to the middle points 
of the controller primary and 
balancing inductance coils, and the 
key controls the flow of current 
through said coils. Means may 
also be provided for maintaining 
the load on the high-frequency 
source substantially constant.

It 
would be the means of stopping 
the silent period. The absence of 
any complaints would. make the 
officials see the foolishness of any 
further time’ period. Let's start 
something. 

2 CHEK inclosed a clipping tell- 
ing of the transmiasion by bat- 
tery power of GRY, who only used 
100 voits of “B” battery, which is 
certainly low power, but, of course, 
pure DC, 6RY was\heard by $BAB., 
and 8RY, very QSA. He also car- 
ried on phone conversation with 
several 5s which demonstrated the 
kick behind small powered DC 
CW transmitters. 6RY’S phone has 
been reported very clear and dis- 
tinct, with excellent modulation 
over 500 miles. This is indeed ex- 
cellent and 6RY is to be congrat- 
ulated on his good performance. 

Pure DC plate current stpplied 
by “B” batteries is becoming quite 
popular, as the writer knows quite 
a number of amateurs who are 
testing its ability to step out and 
have satisfied themselves that this 
sort of power is the coming thing. 

At the recent radio show in San 
Francisco, Cal... the local radio 
club accepted radio messages for 
any point in the United States.

The Naval Hospital Ship Solace, 
acquired during the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War, will be designated by the 
navy as a cruising laboratory, after 
she is recommissioned and equip- 
ped with the latest radio apparat- 
us, and the first cruise will prob- 
ably start in July, 1925, and cover 
the Gulf-Caribbean area. Later, 
cruises of the American scientists 
or their foreign associates, are bé- 
ing planned to cover all the waters 
and most of the ports of the world. 
The chief aim of the scientists, 
as far as radio is concerned, is to 
reroute transoceanic radio traffic 
where atmospheric disturbances are 
found to be detrimental to direct 
transmission. For this reason one 
of the problems is to locate and 
chart centers of static disturbances, 
so that they may be avoided in set- 
ting up long-distance circuits. At 
the suggestion of Dr. Cohen a spe- 
cial investigation will be made of 


ashore. He has communicated with 
the American section of the Inter- 
national Union of Scientific Radio 
Telegraphy, requesting further co- 
operation in déveloping plans for 
collecting the data desired for the 
solution of radio traffic problems. 
It is understood that attention will 
be given to the study of intensities 
of radio signals from high-powered 
land stations when the Solace is at 
sea, and the co-operative efficiency 
of long and short wave transmis- 
sions. Although long wave lengths 
are used for distant transmissions 
today, there is a tendency toward 
the use of short waves, which may 
be found more efficient and less 
expensive to use because of saving 
in power. This, Dr. Cohen points 
out is an attractive field for experi- 
ment and may lead to the saving of 
millions in costs of operating long- 
distance stations. 

When the Solace sails next sum- 
mer, like the famous “Elettra” of 
Marconi, she will carry the most 
modern radio equipment and a 
sonic depth finding and ranging 
apparatus. She will be equipped 
for transmission and reception of 
radio waves through the air, the 
earth and water. The propogation 
of radio waves under the water 
will be a special problem to be 
worked out with the aid of some 
naval submarines. 

Even the transmission of rafiio 
impulses through the solid earth 
will be investigated, for scientists 
are anxious to ascertain whether 
radio waves pass through certain 
geological structures or around 
them. The projection of radio 
waves directionally by a process of 
focusing the transmitting antenna 
will also be studied, In the;desire 
to employ a radio beam, like that 
of a searchlight, in place of the or- 
dinary broadcast method. The na- 
val radio compass used over lIimit- 
ed distances for finding directions 
and locating a vessel by aid of land 
stations, it is hoped, can be im- 
proved and its range extended if a 
directional beam effect can be se- 
cured. Such an improvement (> 
the radio compass might make it 
possible for vessels crossing the At-

“Moreover, international broad- 
casting hag been recognized by the 
various Governments of the world 
as an agency toward the promotion 
of international good will. Great 
interest is being manifested by 
members of Parliament, who have 
been giving ear to the tremendous 
popular approval of radio. During 
the forthcoming tests when proper 
arrangements will have been made 
on both sides of the Atlantic, we 
feel confident that members of 
the British Government will avail 
themselves of the opportunity to 
speak to the American public.” 

Capt. Eckersley was a_ recent 
visitor to the Hoover conference in 
Washineton, where International 
Radio Week was formally —ap- 
proved by the radio leaders of the 
United States, who had gathered 
to effect improvements in the art. 
During that conference the pur- 
poses and programs of the forth- 
coming International Radio Week 
(Nov. 24-30), were outlined by Mr. 
Lynch, whose remarks were also 
broadcast by station WRC. Capt. 
E. C. Edwards, director of radio 
in Canada, also participated in the 
conference, and it was the con- 
census of opinion that internation- 
al radio was certain to cement re- 
lations between peoples to a far 
greater extent than has been pos- 
sible by any other means.

The co-operation of the Bureau 
of Standards experts and other 
American scientific radio investi- 
gators, as well as that of Sr. Mar- 
coni is assured. Powerful radio 
stations, such as Nauen, Germany, 
and Eiffel Tower in Paris, will as- 
sist. 

Closely allied to the radio is the 
sonic depth finder, which operates 
on sound waves. Dr. Harvey 
Hayes, its inventor, will have 
charge of sound operations on the 
Solace. 

Once the vessel gets under way 
at sea, naval experts say, the pub- 
lic is assured of being kept posted 
on its activities and the interesting 
discoveries as they are made, for 
she will be equipped for broadcast- 
ing, and it is expected that she will 
report daily on the progress of her 
investigations. Radio talks on va- 
rious phases of the work by the 
several experts aboard may prove 
unique in the annals of radio 
broadcasting and of scientific in- 
vestigations. 

Field weather reports by radio 
will also be made to the U. 8S. 
Weather Bureau for its information 
and for assistance in making fore- 
casts.

You might improve the efficiency 
of your set by attaching the 
“ground” to a cold water pipe, ra- 
ther than a radiator pipe.

Decision by State Supreme Court Holds She Is 
Eligible and Private Citizen Has N o Right 
to Test Her Qualifications. 


By tne Associated Prees. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Oct. 18.—The last 
vestige of the ancient bar against 
women in office was swept away by 
the Texas Supreme Court today in 
holding Mrs. Miriam A. Ferguson 
of Temple and all other women in 
the State eligible to elective posi- 
tions. 

Attempts to bring out of the dim 
past and establish as present-day 
law, the figments of an old order 
Were cast out by the highest court 
of the State, which pronounced 
women as independent entities on 
an equality with men. 

While holding that Mrs. Fergu- 
son is qualified to vote, the Court 
also held unconstitutional that pact 
of the statute which seeks to cona- 
fer upon a private citizen the right 
to bring suit testing the qualifica- 
tions of a candidate for Governor. 
This right belongs to the Legisla- 
ture, the Court said. 

Too Late for Appeal. 

The plaintiff, Charles M. Dick- 
son of San Antonio, has 15 days’/in 
which to file a motion.of rehear- 
ing, and it was stated the case will 
not be sent back fo the Court of 
Civil Appeals for issuance of ap- 
peal until expiration of that time.

Constitution were interpreted as 
giving women not only the right 
to voteg but also the right to hold 
office. To hold to the contrary 
would be to create a rule out of 
accord with the customs of the 
time and the morals of the people, 
the court held. 


Ruling on Eligibility. 

In reference to the eligibility of 
women to hold office, the court 
said: ibe 

“Where the competency of wom- 
en to hold office in Texas is cha!- 
lenged, the fundamental inquiry is 
as to the extent of restrictions on 
the people in their sovere’zn capac- 
ity with respect to freedom .of 
choice of their public servants.

MRS. SHEETEN ASKS 


FOR SEPARATE TRIAL 


Jointly Indicted With Hight, 
She Calls Him “Willing Tool 
of Prosecution.” 


By the Assoctated Press. 

MT. VERNON, :Ill., Oct. 18. — 
Filing an affidavit In which she 
charged that Lawrence H. Hight, 
It., clergyman, with 
indicted for 
the murder of her husband, W1!- 
ford Sweeten, and Hight'’s wife, 
Anna Hight, was a “willing tool” 
of the prosecution, Mrs. Elsie 
Sweeten today began her fight for 
a separate trial. 

Mrs. Sweeten's affidavit was 
filed shortly after Judge J. C. 
Kern in the Jefferson Cousgty Court 
had overruled a motion to quash 
the indictments and the woman had 
entered a plea of not gullty. 

Hight did not enter his plea at 
this time, his attorney, Nelson 
Layman of Du Quoin, not being in 
court. Judge Kern ordered that 
Hight enter his plea next Wednes- 
day morning and that the at- 
torneys at that time argue the 
question of granting Mrs. Sweeten 
a separate trial. 

In the motion for a_ separate 
trial it is charged that all parts *of 
the numerous confessions made by 
Hight are false in so far as they 
apply to Mrs. Sweeten and that 
they were made out of her pres- 
ence and without her knowledge 
and consent. 

Urgeeli Her to Make Confession. 
After her arrest, it is further 
charged, Mrs. Sweeten was left 
alone without her request or con- 
sent with Hight in a room in the 
County Courthouse, where he 
urged her to make a confession. 
by means of threats, telling hef 
there was danger they would be 
hanged by a mob if the officers did 
not remove them from Jefferson 
County, and saying officers had 
agreed to remove them from Mt. 
Vernon if confessions were ob-. 
tained. 

Mrs. Sweeten signed a- confes- 
sion of her alleged part in the 
crime shortly after this conference 
with Hight, and she was taken to 
jail at Salem and Hight was re- 
moved to Nashville, 

Mrs. Sweeten further charges 
in her affidavit that if she were 
tried jointly with Hight he would 
go on the witness stand ostensibly 
in his own behalf but in reality as 
a witness against her. Thus, she 
asserts,testimony agains‘ her which 
otherwise would be inadmissable 
would be brought before the jury 
through Hight, “acting as a tool 
of the prosecution.” 

She charges that Hight, while in 
jail at Nashville, wrola letters to 
her and that in so doing he was 
acting as a “tool of the prosecu- 
tion.” 

It is further set up in the affi- 
davit that Hight had been tried by 
a “select number’ of ministers of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church 
and that before these men he made 
a confession of the crime which 
was false in so far as it applied to 
her. She states that some of these 
church officials, whose testimony 
would be “very prejudicial to her 
interest,”’ have been called to tes- 
tify against her. 

Mrs. Sweeten alleges that Hight 
has been charged with other of+ 
fenses, that feeling against him is 
strong, and that many prospective 
jurors will be called which would 
be qualified to sit in her case who 
would be disqualified because of 
their feeling against Hight.

It-is explained in any 
high school physics or 


atomic energy, the greatest conceivable reservoir ef ~

In other words, they study the composition of the 
atom. And experiments may eventually be conducted 
on the actual disruption of the central mass of the 


atom—perhaps the most sensational line of resegreh 


in modern science. 

Dr. L. F. Curtiss, for the pest few years, connected 
with the Cavendish laboratories at Cambridge Uni- 
versity under the directign of Sir Ernest Rutherford, 
has opened a laboratory at the Bureau of Standards, 
where he hopes eventually to conduct experiments 
along the revolutionary lines of splitting up atoms 
which have been followed by the British scientist. 

If the atom can be disintegrated successfully and 
the power generated in the process kept under con- 
trol, man would have available energy enough to 


keep all the millwheels of the earth turning forevér. 


There is a startling side to this also. If the cen- 
tral mass of a complicated atom can be broken up, 
nobody knows exactly what will happen. Some peo- 
ple say that the news may be published to the inhab- 
itants of a planet billions of miles distant from earth 
by a news item from some astronomer’s observatory 
on that planet, to the effect that an obscure heavenly 
object far away in space had blown up and disap- 
peared. That obscure object would be the earth. . 

The physicists at the Bureau of Standards, how- 
ever, are not going to blow up the earth. ot. 


- Sin Ernest Rutherford has succéeded in knocking - 


chips off atoms of nitrogen, boron, fluorine, sodium, 


aluminum and phosphorus and several other ele-— 


ments. But these are very simple elements. He is 
eonvinced that the extension of his work to the 


heavier elements, where power or danger can be cre- 


ated, is beyond human meghs. Moreover, he believes 
that mature would have been the first to devise a 
formnila for this process if it existed in the scheme 
of things. es

She was one of the 
largest women taxpayers in Boston, and 
also owned property in several other 
cities. Included im her holdings were 
the Park Theater and the Hotel Brew- 
ster, where she had lived for years at 
the time of her death. 6 2 Se 

Lotta’s stage career began baek in 
the °50’s. Her father had failed to 
make a success in the gold camps of Cal- 
ifornia, and her mother went on the .- 
stage with the lfttle daughter. In tour- 
ing the rough mining camps, the com- 
pany in which the Crabtrees ‘traveled 
had to play in tents, on improvised 
stages, and sometimes even in the open. 
Through her schooling in that environ- 
ment, Lotta developed a rare gift of 
adaptability. Soon she was appearing 
in her own part of the program. 

On more than one occasion, as she 
was fond of relating to friends, she was 
showered with gold nuggets by the min- 
ers, for her “breakdown” dancing and 
-her singing. 

Before an audience composed almost 
entirely of unemployed Civil War vet- 
erans, in Niblo’s Garden, New York, in~ 
1365, her first Eastern appearance was 
a dismal failure. But two months later 
she appeared in Chicago in “The Seven 
Sisters,” and took the theater public 
ef that city by storm.

tiful carvings unearthed —:: 
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IVID reminders of “the grandeur that 
was Rome” are being uncovered on the 
site of an ancient city in Northern Africa. 
From the sand which has hidden them 
for-15 centuries or more, magnificent 
examples of statuary are being taken, in 
a surprisingly good state of preservation. 

Then there are palaces, basilicas, temples, arches 
and other structures in that solid Roman masonry 
which excites wonder whérever it fs found today, 
in France, Spain, England and other countries. 
Most interesting of all, because it is the first one 
revealed of its kind, is a Roman harbor just as it 
vexisted in the days of the old Romans, without alter- 
ations or additions by builders who came later. 

The quays of this harbor, and the steps which led 
down to the water, are in almost perfect condition. 
Even some of the warehouses alongside the harbor 
are still to be seen, more or less disheveled by time, 
but easily capable of restoration. 

Undoubtedly in this very harbor, now dry and 
choked with sand, galleys of long ago must have 
been moored while they received their cargo of grain 
for Rome, where “Bread and games!" was the in- 
sistent demand of the populace. ' 

Thes® dead bones of Leptis Magna, once a rich 
and flourishing port of the Mediterranean, may 
prove to be a greater find in archeology than Pom- 
peli was. For the little Italian town, buried under 
the ashes of Vesuvius in 79 A. D., and now partly 
excavated, was little mare than a summer resor® 

But the city of Leptis Magna was an important 
shipping point for the grain of Africa, once regarded 
as “the granary of the Roman Empire.” And Leptis 
Magna was the birthplace of an Emperor, while the 
great names of Hannibal and of Julius Caesar also 
are associated with it. 

In the days of Leptis Magna’s greatness, an arm 
of the sea extended through the low-lying land to 
its harbor. Round about the city was a fertile 
valley, and it was the port and metropolis of a still 
greater region -beyond. But finally the arm of the 
sea Was smothered and obliterated by the desert 
sands, resistlessly marching, and today the ancient 
harbor is landlocked, and its only waves are swirls 
of sand, driven to and fro by gusts of the hot African 


wind. 
Climatie changes probably had much to do with

It is 
easy to imagine how the prosperity of the inhabi- 
tants slowly declined, much as did that of Rome 
itself; how, one by one, the stately buildings fell 
into disuse and decay; how an Amey § civic life 
finally ceased; how, finally, the last of the Lepitini 
sought homes elsewhere. 

Then utter loneliness descended upon the spot 
which had witnessed so much bustle and stir. No- 
madic tribes would come there, to marvel at the 
empty buildings for a few days, and would pass 
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-= restlessfy on. Higher~

encroaching. desert. 
In the end, the. city 
was completely cov- 
ered over. Leptis 
Magna, that famous _ 
seaport, was known 
only to.the birds and 
to the animals which 
ventured there after 
man, the Killer, 
departed.

Leptis Magna was net only 
an abandoned city, but a lost 
one, until some 80 years ago. At that time a German 
archgologist was journeying across the. solitary 
wastes of the Libyan coast when he came upoh a 
startling sight. Out of the sand in front of him 
rose-the sculptured capitals of old ROman columns. 
The capitals extended in a straight line, &s though 
they surmounted a_row of columms hidden from 
view by the gand. ‘A few hours of work showed 
that this actually was true. And only superficial 
digging here and-there was necessary to make it 
evident .that a whole city lay beneath the blank, 
shifting fage of the desert. 


_ Leptis Magna is about 70 miles east and south of 
_Tripoli, which at the time of the German scientist's 


discovery was ruled by Turkey. The country round 
about is. perhaps the wiidest in all of North Africa, 
with conditions as to transport, robbers and general 
safety of visitors about the same that they have 
been for centuries. 

Nothing- in the way of exploring-the site thus re- 
discovered was possible until Italy took over the 
country in 1911 and 1912. Then, before scarcely 
anything had been accomplished at Leptis Magna,

the World War began. Italy concentrated her ef- 
forts in assisting the allies agaihst the central) em- 
pires. She could spare neither men nor money for 
‘archeological researches in the Tripolitan hinterland. 
So, not until 1920 was it possible to undertake in 
earnest the work at Leptis Magna. 

The remains of this important Roman city,, virtu- 
ally intact” are being exhumed by 200 Arab prisoners 
of war, under direction of Italian Government offi- 
cials. Remarkable treasures of sculpture and of 
architecfire already have been laid bare, according 
to Dr. Bruno Reselli, professor of Italian at Vassar 
College, who recently came back from Tripoli. Dr. 
Roselli’s” enthusiasm over what is being done at 
Leptis Magna finds justification in some very fine 
photographs which he sechred there. : 

One of the most important finds thus far, accord- 
ing to Dr. Roselli, is a statue of Esculapius, .‘the 
father of Medicine.” The head is missinyx, but is 
likely to be found later. The torso. was identified 
by means of a serpent and other symbols associated 
with Esculapius. , 

Dr. Roselli says that no buried city of ancient 
times, excepting Pompeii, has been found as intact 
as Leptis Magna. Beautiful statuary and paintings 
have been preserved for present-day men at Pom- 


peii, but the-latter cannot boast of such architecturar 


splendor as is being brought to light at the old city 
in Africa. ws. 

The history of Leptis gna, now emerging from 
its long sleep in the Lib¥an sands, goes back much 
farther than the time of imperia] Rome. Originally, 
it was a colony of Phenicians, those marvelous nayi- 
gators and traders of antiquity who sailed from their 
home in Syria to points as far away as England, 
where they worked the tin mines of Cornwall, and 
who even attempted to circumnavigate Africa. 

When Leptis Magna fell into Roman hands they 
rebuilt it, as was their custom, so it is not likely 
that many vestiges remain of the early Phenician 
town nor of the later Carthaginian city. Even 

when Leptis Magna was a colony 
of Carthage it must have been a 
prosperous and wealthy city, 
judging from Livy’s Statement 
that it paid the Carthaginians 
tribute at the rate of a-talent— 
or about $1000—a day. 

Leptis Magna figured more 
than once in Rome’s Nfe-and- 
death struggle with Carthage. 
Known as the Punic. Wars, they 
were three in number and alto- 
gether, with the periods of peace 
which intervened, extended 
through more than a century. 

The matter of colonies was-@ dominant factor, as in 
the first Punic War, waged. mainly for the posses- 
sion of Sicily. During this war Rome created a navy 
and finally wrested from Carthage the sovereignty 
of the seas. : a. : 

It was during the second Punic War (218 B. C. 
to 201 B. C.) that Hannibal, the greatest Carthagin- 
jan soldier and ope of the greatest in history, 
emerged wpon the scene. Hannibal marched his 
army across the Alps into Italy and ministered 
crushing defeats to the Romans at Lake Trasimenus 
and at Cannae. - Later, when the”Romans carried 
the war int@ Hannibal's home country of Africa, he 
was recalled from Italy to defend Carthaginian soil 
from foes whom he already, had defeated more than 
onee. . 

Pecause of inauspicious omens, says Livy, Hanni-. 
wal did not steer for the African. port he had orig- 
inally selected. Instead, he and his army landed 
at Leptis Magna and marched thence against the 
Ronian legions of Scipio Africanys Majer, But no 
such subterfuge could alter the decree of destiny. 
Hannibal was decisively defeated at Zama, some 85 
miles outhineet of Carthage, and the war came to an

Rome was 
mistress of the world, but some histeri- 
ans declare that she never fully recov- 
ered from the ordeal of the three Punic 
Wars. 

During Rome’s war with Jugurtha, 
King of Numidia and grandson of Mas- 
inissa, in 109 and 108 B. C.. the Lepit- 
ini appealed to the Roman Consul and 
General, Metelfus, for a Roman garsjson 
and prefect. The Ambassadors from 
Leptis Magna told Metellus that a revo- 
Intion was being planned in their re- 
gion and that urfless the Consul com- 
plied with their request they, who -con- 
sidered themselves Roman allies, would 
be exposed to great danger. Metellus 
granted their request. 

A few years after the famous coali- 
apd Caesar, 
knewn as the first triumvirate (¢0 B. 
C.), Leptis Magna saw the great Julius 
himself. There had been a rupture be- 
tween Pompey and Caesar, the iatter 
had defied the Senate, had crossed the 
Rubicon and begun the civil war in the 
year 49 B. C.,. and had defeated Pompey 
at Pharsalia in the year 48 B.C.

Cancer. This is the largest installation 3642 Olive St., St. Louis, Mo. 
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The handsome front facade of St. Mary’s Hospital gives no indication of the numerous 
service units which are necessary in such an extensive and fully equipped institution. 
These include a first-class laundry, a refrigeration plant, power house, rooms for 15 
men needed for outside work, machine shop, carpenter shop, engine room, ice tank and 
storage refrigerator. The portion of the hospital plant containing these units is con- 
nected with the main group by a reinforced concrete tunnel, 1o feet wide and 8 feet 
high. All of the laundry and other material for the main building passes through this 
tunnel. The clothes chute for soiled linen is lined with glass. The hospital has a 
steam heating plant and a chimney 200 feet high. On the ground floor of the main 
structure, beneath the first floor, is the main kitchen, with walls of white enameled 
brick and ceiling of white enameled tile. Here, as everywhere throughout St. Mary’s 
Hospital, there are terazzo floors. The plant is absolutely fireproof, being reinforced 
frame throughout.
